The charge on 
which they were tried was that they 
had killed a negro witness who testi- 
fied against them in a moonshining 
case. 


Grand larceny and unlawful dis-

GETTYSBURG HAS FIRE 


IN BUSINESS SECTION 


Fire, which caught from a apark 


of a blow-foijch, gave Gettysburg fire- 
men a battle for half an hour Thurs* 
day morning and caused property 
damage, estimated at over $1,500 to 
the property of Harris Brothers and 
the adjoining building of the H. I* 
Diehl estate in Gettysburg. Break- 
ing out in 01 small garret in the Har- 
ris building to which access by fire- 
men was, impossible because of its 
size, the blaze gained considerable 
headway before water was thrcwn 
upon it. The blow-torch was being 
operated by Lewis Bowers, an* em- 
ploye of A. B. Plank, plumber, in the 
bathroom on the second floor of the 
Harris property. Asbestos was used 
to cover all woodwork in the vicinity 
of the flame of tjie blow-torch, out a 
spark, nevertheless, fell on the wood- 
work. The flames were first noticed 
by employes and patron,, in Reichle's 
meat market, just opposite. While 
firemen, were directing their efforts 
to subduing the flames in the garret 
of the Harris property, fire broke out 
undei\ the shingles on the roof of the 
DDehl property oil which they were 
standing. A hole was cut into the 
roof and water turned on this burn- 
ing section for several minutes before 
it was got under control. The loss 
from fire and water on the property 
of Harris Brothers is fully covered by 
insurance, while the loss oni the Diehl 
building is said to be partly covered. 
Gettysburg's new La France fire en- 
gine was pressed into service along 


the old engine.

JULIA 


ONE of the oldest and most classical 


of names is Julia. The- fortunate 


woman who bears it may be assured 
that famous women cf unrevealed 
centuries have answered to it, for It 
exceeds Rome in antiquity. Like its 
masculine counterpart, Julius, It had 
Its origin in the Julian gens that pre- 
ceded Roman civilization. 
Various 


legends are put forth to account for 
"Julius" and historians differ widely, 
but the generally accepted theory is 
that Julius is the diminutive of "dius," 
meaning divine, and was ..evolved in 
the Same manner that Zens, father of 
the gods, came to be the Roman Jup- 
iter. If such is tha case, Julln may 
fairly be called a daughter of the 
gods. 


Just as the masculine Julius was 


famed through Julius Caesar and be- 
came hereditary throughout the em- 
pire, so the feminine counterpart was 
accepted as hereditary and was adopt- 
ed is ornamental in other countries 
when classical names crime into fash- 
ion. 
The "Julie" of Rousseau's "Nou- 


velle Heloise" made Julie very popu- 
lar in France, England, Spain and Por- 
tugal kept her intact as Julia, but 


Italy changed her to Giulia, and Rus- 
sia added the typically Slavic touch 
of Julija. 


Juliana came into vogue after St. 


Juliana was beheaded at Nicomedia 
under Garelius and her relics were en- 
shrined at Rome and later Brussels. 
The Normans changed it to Julienne. 
England received it in the form of 
Julyan and recalls her heraldic and 
hunting prioress, Dame Julyan Bern- 
ers. 
Gillian Is also a British deriva- 


tive, which later became Jill, famed In 
the nursery rhyme of "Jack and Jill." 
The name Is still used in England. 


In Brittany Julia makes her appear- 


ance as Suliana, which was the name 
of the nun-sister of Du Guesselin. She 
became Juliana In Spain and Julitta. 
or Jolitte, among the French peasan- 
try. 
Italy calls her Giuliana and 


later Giulietta, whence Giuletta Capel- 
lett, whose mournful story told in Da 
Porta's novel, was adopted by Shake- 
speare as Juliet for his immortal 
"Romeo and Juliet." 


According to Vergil, the name of 


Julia is unladylike; certainly It be- 
longed to a spirited race, for the 
Julias of history were not pretty lay 
figures, but women of power and posi- 
tion.
